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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The amendment filed on August 1 st , 2007 overcomes the following 
objection/rejection of the last Office Action: 

a. Objection to the abstract for using the word "said" and also other 
informalities. 

b. Objection to the disclosure for missing continuation-in-part of the U.S. 
patent Application No. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1.-1 8 are allowable. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The allowable subject matter in claims 1, 16-18 pertains a modem system for 
receiving and transmitting signals comprising: a frequency domain equalizer (FEQ) 
block being responsive to a frequency channel response for processing the same to 
generate one or more equalizer coefficients, said modem system being responsive to 
an input signal for processing the same to generate said frequency channel response, 
said input signal being generated from transmission of a transmitted signal, said FEQ 
block for using said equalizer coefficients to generate an equalized channel response, 
said modem system for using said equalized channel response to generate one or more 
metric weights; and a weighting block being responsive to said metric weights, said 
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modem system for using said equalizer coefficients to assign weighting values to each 
of said metric weights, said weighting block for using said metric weights to generate 
one or more weighted metrics, said weighted metrics for reducing the effects of fading in 
said frequency channel response, wherein said weighted metrics improve the 
performance of said modem system by mitigating the effects of fading due to multi-path 
channel in transmission of said transmitted signal. The aspect of claims 1 , 16-18 are the 
above neither anticipated nor obviated by the prior art of record. 

Claims 2-15 are dependent on claim 1 
Therefore, claims 2-1 5 are allowable for the same reason as for claim 1 .
